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him be aceurſed , let him be excommunicated , let bim be ex« 
cluded and debarred the ſoriety of men, as not belon ing to 
the K Ingdom of God , but a Son of Belial , or Corfuſon, ap- 
pertaining to the Dommuon of Sathan, 

And yet to come nearer 10 our preſent purpoſe , to our wiſh 
in hand , which is now ir diſputs., and ſo much controverted, 
Let them. be hang'd ! Do vor we re#ad the ſame wiſh in the 
Old Teſtament ? Inthe Hiſtory of Samuel , concerning Ab. 
{aloms Rebellion , you may obſerve, when Cuſhi brought ty- 
dings to King David of Abſalons death., who had been the 
Rirg-Leader of that great Reb:Ilion which forced K ing Da- 
yid . from Jeruſalem , ( as the late Rebellion forced K ing 
Charles , of happy memory, to fie from London) fer the 
[afegnard of his life ; m which Rebellion, by the juſt judge- 
ment of God , he was hang d by the hair of his head, inſtea! 
of a Halter, ( God arſpoſing, or deſigning his hair to perform 
that office, ) between Heaven and Earth, as not worthy to go 
to Heaven , nor yet fit to live loxger'upon Earth, for that an- 
natural Rebellion againſt the King his Father; When David 
enquired concerning him p ſaymg y Ts the young man Abſa- 
loms ſafe > His anſwer was, m effetFthe ſame , that I'did 
wiſh ro all Rebels , that will not ſay Amen to the K ing; ſafe- 
ty, 4 hewas : The Enemies of my Lotd the King {arr 


| be) and all chat riſe againſt thee, 'to- do thee hurr, 


be as that young man is, 2 Sam, 18. 32. Be as that young 
man is, how is that ? it 1s, as if he had ſaid , which 1 did 
wh to ſuch Rebells , Let thiem be hang'd | Por Abſalom , 
as you may read before tn that ftory', was hinged inan Onk,, 
2 52m 18,9, . Tea, Abimaaz, -of whom King Dwid'pives 
the charafter', that he was agood man ( if any *ſhonld ex- 
cept again5t the others wiſh ) and cometh wutrgood tydings:

fore, it 154 kind of wonder to me, that lhe Chriſtians, | 


or loyal Subjetts, ſhould ſo much ſpeak againſt that Imprecati. 
on , which 1 then wiſhed to all ſuch Rebells , as would not ſay 
Amen, to God ſave the King. 

Tet, if notwithſtanding what [ have alleged in defence of 
that wi Fl it ſhould ſtill ſtick in the ſtomacks of ſome that woull 
be now accounted as good Chriſtians, as formerly they were, mn 
their own account, the greateſt Saints ; give me leave, to leave 
a Pill or two for them , to purge away that cholier which they 
bear to ſuch an Imprecation, For,let me ack of thee, good Rea. 
- der, is 1t not lawful,to wiſh that to them, which they, who wer, 

the only Saints, themſelves then being Tudges, did prattife te 
wards others? 1s it not lawful to wiſh them hang'd, to rid them 
out of the way, that we be no longer troubled with thee, as the 
did both wiſh to,and deal with us, when time was, and they hal 
the power in their hands? May we not give them a Rowland, 
for their Oliver ? I ſhall not need to tell you, 1t is too ſenſib 
known,by ſad experience, ( as one ſom:times ſaidxrumnabilis 
experientia me docuir ; ſo may we ſay , ſad experience hath 
taught us ) that thoſe kind of men, that will not ſay Amen n 
the Kings ſafety and proſperity, did both wiſh,and ſpeak_, anl 
do all that they could, to hang us that wiſhed well to the King. 
and to rid us out of the way , that they might not be trouble 
with uso And therefore, T0i5 exuTEv vous, even by thery own 
Laws,lI ſee no reaſon,but we may wiſh,and dothe like to them, 
But you mill ſay it is not Chriſtian-like,to wiſh,or do evil fu 
evil. What then will you make of them that did ſo much evil 
us? Will you deny them to be Chriſtians? They will take it in 


dudgeon if you do,and ſay they are better Chriſtians than you,| 


Now I will grant you they were Chriſtians : but it was ffſos' 
not S[GS* tn name only, but not in deed, And I ſhall make it 
good,that we,who are the Kings friends,though diſpretiated h 
them,may be Chriſtians,both 1n name and in deed,although nt 
wiſh the like to them. What think you of St. Paul after hi 


Converſron( for before,according to his own confeſſion, he was al 


Perſecntor of the Church of Goa, Philip. 3. 6. and did breath 
forth ſlaughter and threatnirgs agairſt the Diſciples, as thoſt 
Sants did againſt us, AQ, 9.1.) was he not a Chriſtian? Tet, 
if you look 1n10 his Epiſtle to the Galacians, you ſhall find, tha

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he uſed the ſame Imprecation that did, oy one to the ſame ef- 


feft. Doth not hewiſh an Utinam abſcindancur zo the like ſort 


of men?I would to God,ſaith he,they were even cut off that 
crouble you, Gat, 54.132, And he that troublerh you, ſhall 
bear his judgement, whoſoever he be, Y.10. 1s not this the 
ſame,in effett,with what I wiſhed? Would they wete hanged; 
Or,Ler them behang'd! And do not we ſay of thoſe that are 
hang'd,they are cutfoff? It ;5 true, I would they were cut off, 
&d Let them be hang'd, are not reciprocal : they are not ter- 
mini convertibiles , as the Logicians term i, convertible 
terms: Becauſe every one that is cutoff , 25 not hanged : 
though every one that 15 hang'd, may be ſaid to be cut off. To 
ſuch therefore , as are wmplacable Enemies of God , and his 
Church,and of civil ſociety,yea,and of all mankind,as obdurate 
and obſtinate Rebells are, who will not be reclaimed,or reduced, 
to due obedience, though the King (hew them never ſo much 
race and clemency,l think we may ſafely wiſh,without breach 


: of Charity or Chriſtianity, that they may be hanged, and cut 


off, that they trouble us no further,as formerly they have done, 
and would again , if they could , as is too apparent by their 
prattiſes, mvolve us in another Civil War. : 
Secondly, I demand again, whether it be lawful for a Chri- 
ſtian, Vim, vi repellere, to repel, or drive away force by force, 
to withſtand one power with another? Where yet miſtake me not, 
as too many of latter dayes have been miſtaken; I do not de- 
mand whether it be lawful for Children to riſe up againſt their 
Parents,when they do chaſtiſe them or for Infer1ours to riſe up 
againſt their Superiours , when they do correft them ; or for 
Subjetts to riſe up againſt their Princes, when they draw forth 
the ſword of juſtice for to puniſh them: in all which caſes it is 
utterly unlawful, and dvalſippuTos, without all contradifiion, 
beyond diſpute. But I do mean,n reſpett of Chriſtians in gene- 
ral, where there 5 no ſuch relation, as between Parents and 
Children, between Superiours and Inferiours; between Princes 
and Subjefts;when Chriſtians ſhall aſſaulr and offer violence to 
one anorher ;, Whether i it lawful to take up Arms againſt 
Arms , and to repel one force with anather to ſave ones ſelf ? 
Shall men unjuſtly take up Arms :0 cut our throats , and (hall 
not we do the like to preſerve our ſelves? It was a queſtion j7- 
pounded by Horace, to condemn the ſupinity and negligens: "© 
mm 118 his time, 1y%. 
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Ur jugulent homines, ſurgunt de nocte latrones: 
Ur teipſum ſerves, nonexpergiſceris ? 


And ſhall not we make the ſame Interrogation in this Caſe ? 
Shall T heeves riſe up in the night to kill Ms » and ſhall nat we 
awake to ſave our ſelves? Self-preſeruvation,as it 1s a principle 
1nnate in every Creature, (for every Creature dath ſeek, to pre- 
ſerve it ſe f 
among ſt thoſe Saints in their Modern Policy , when they had 
took up Arms to drive away the King ,and keep him out, And 
now the King ( God bleſs Fr and bleſſed be God for him) is 
come home,and through Gods ſpecial Providence,come 11 again 
znto his Kingdoms, 1s it not lawful to wiſh that ſuch Saints in 
therr own eſteem, but in deed Kebells, as have taken up Arms 
ſo unjuſtly againſt him ; or would rakg up Arms again as un- 
tuſtly againſt him, may be puniſhed with the ſword of juſtice, 
and cut off? Well then, if we may repel force by force, when we 
are aſſaulted ( otherwiſe, when men come 10 cut our throats, we 
muſt ſtand ſtill, and not ſave our ſelves) then1t is as lawful to 
wiſh them hanged, and cut off, that wonld,if they could hang 
145, 0r any other way cut us off, and make away with us. The 
want nowill (as we daily hear by their expreſſions, and ſee h 
their deſigns and endeavanrs,) they want only. pawer or opportu- 
nity to GE ie. | 

And.yet. for further ſatsfattion in this cafe 
that there ought to be a diſtintion.,, and. a difference made in 
ſuch our Wi 7 uy Impprecations. For we myſt not,nor did. [, 

wiſh allhang'd m general , thaugh 1 be traduced and calum- 
niated-for f4 doing. Therefore when at any time we make ſuch 
an Imprecation, and uſe ſuch,a Wiſh, Let them be hang'd, we 
wuſt take heed, that we make it, and direRit aright : We muſt 
make a diſtinttion, both of the Cauſes, for which, the Perſons, 
againſt whom, ana the Afﬀettions, with which we do wiſh ſuch 
an Imprecation, that any one be cut off, er hanged, Foy Sr, 
Paul, when,gn the foreramed places, he accurſed the falſe Apo- 
files,and wiſhed them cut off, becauſe-they troubled the. Church 
of God , did not wiſh thoſe Inprecations in refpeft of his ows 
cauſe, and as they were his own provate enemies; but in reſpet 
of the cauſe of Gadgand as they ere the publith enemies ls

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If by nature; )ſo it was the chief Maxime in requeſt, | 
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es 1wil tell you, | 
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rtrath, And to ſpeakernuly, when I wiſhed thoſe Rebells hang'd, 
that would not ſay Atnen to the Kings Px y and proſperity; 1 
did not uſe that 1myprecation, in reſpett of mive own cauſe, FY 
as they were mine own enemies; but , mn bf ws of the cauſe of 
God, and the K "gs bis Vice-gerent, 4s they were the publick” 
enemies of both, T hen again,we muſt diſtinguiſh in ſuch wiſhes, 
between th preſent againſt whom ſuch Wiſhes an Imprecati- 
0ns are made. For ſome enemies are placable and curible;as we 
ſee many of the late Rebels, having ſeen their errours and been 
convinced of thesr folly, have repented, and become good Sub- 
jetts: And ſuch as theſe, the King, our Father of the Country, 
hath indulged, and given them a gracious pardon ; and the 
C hurch,our Mither hath reſtored them,and received them in- 
to her boſome. And others again are (mplacable,and incurable, 
of whoſe converſion, and reformation,and ſo ſalvation, there is 
ao hope, or as yet, but very little. As St. Paul then did dirett 
his Imprecations againſt thoſe enemies of God,and his Church, 
which were implacable and incarable;So did 1 my wiſhyto ſach 
Rebels as are implacable and incurable; to ſuch as are rigidly 
obſti iatt in their Rebellious courſes , and will not be reclaimed 
and reformed. And becauſe they will not turn from their Re- 
Beſlion to their due allegiance, and become good Subjelts; there- 
fore. I wiſhed they might be turned for their diſobedience, and 
being Rehells. In the laft plate,we muſt diftinguihh likewiſe be- 


 mueen the affeftions, with which ſuch Imprecations are made. 


For ſome are carnal , and, to uſe St, James his phraſes, are 
eatthly,and ſenſual, yea deviltſhgwvhich are not from above, 
Ja. 3.15. Araſh avger hatred defive of revenge,and the lthe, 
hey dffettions are more ſpiritnal and divine , which deſtend 
from above, and are heaveuly ; as a z4al of Gods glory, and of 
the [ſafety of bis Curch. Now, as St. Paul, when þt wiſhed the 
falſe Apoſtles were cut off , was not carried with 4 carual af- 
feftion, but witha zeal of Gods glory, and the good of his 
Church: So,l aſſure youywhen T w; Bed zll ſuch Rebells hang'd, 
as.wonld not ſay Arnien to the Kings ſafety and profperur, 1 
did it not with a miter carhal affettion to have them hang'd;

, Others imagine chat Pſalm to be wriccen Prophecically 
of the people of the Jews, 'who were the Aſſaflines and 
Murcherers of Chriſt, in putcing him co death, who was 
the Lord of life, Atts 3. 15. and 
co bring Salvation to them. 

Others diſagree in the letter, or matrer of. the title ; 
and for the word Ad hereditatem, or inheritance, ſome in- 
rerpret it, Ad congregationers, to the Congregation. Where 
yer you muſt not underſtand, by Congregation, ſuch Con- 
oregations or Meeting-houſes, as our Phanaticks do now 
adays frequent, and haunt: for they love no Muſick ; they 
will have no Organs ; no Singing and Melody, bur whar 
their natural Organs and Pipes can makezall other Muſick is

Yet becauſe theſe two great deliverances ate paſt the 
memory of molt men now livipg ; and moſt of us here pre- 
ſenc know nothing of chem, ſave only by reading,tradition, 
and common hear-ſay, I ſhall paſs them over with the bare 
remembrance and naming of them... And ſo, leaving them 
to be folemnized in their proper times, I ſhall addreſs my 
ſelf to ſpeak of chat lateſt deliverance out of captivity and 
thraldom, which,not aboye two years ſince, God was plea- 
ſed to. youchſafe unto us, and is (ill freſh in everymans,and 
almoſt in every childs memory , and is moſt, proper; to, be 
treated of at this time. ef I 

Know then, that we may come ta be-more ſenhble of ic, 
when, by reaſon, of our ſins, and high. ingratitude towards 
God for our long continued peace and proſperity, above a 
the Nations and Kingdoms round about us, God had, mo 
july ſuffered us.to be infeſted with inteſtine. Arms, and a 
civil: War, ( which of all others is moſt dangerous-and:per- 
nicious.), our fellow-SubjeRs. ring up.in. rebellion againſt - 
theig Prince ; and had permitted. thoſe Rebels to be ener | 
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ful in Arms again(t their Liege Lord and Soveraign, His 


late Majeſty, of ever bleſſed memory ; by reafon whereof , 
.we came'to loſe, not only our Religion, Laws, Liberties., 


and Proprieties, ( the only things which rhe Rebels preren- 
ded they took up Arms'to defend and preſerve from viola- 
tion) but alſo our moſt gracious King, Kivg Charles the firſt, 
0 Maxwce filvs, ( Infardum & immane nefas! A ctime 
not to be ſpoken, or thought of, withour horrour anda. 
mazement ? ) whoſe Honour and Perſon they had taken ſo 
many Oaths of Allegiance, Proteſtations, Covenants and 
Vows, and theſe in a Sacramental manner, to defend and 
maintain , faye and keep ſecure from all violence; all 
which notwithſtanding they did, ( under a colour of juſtice, 
co juſtifie their proceedings, which were no ways juftifiz- 
ble, bvr unparhlleld by all former preſidents fince the Crea» 
tion ) moſt inhumanely, unchrifienly, and butcherly mur- 
ther him, tecauſe he would nor, in the leali, give way to 
violare, either ourReligion, Laws, Liberties, and Proprie- 
ties; bur did moſt Chriſtianly, Manly, and Kingly maincain 
them,even wich the loſs of his life; dying both the Churches 
and Kingdoms Martyr, that they ſhould not be revelled and 
raviſhed by them. And, when God had as juſtly ſuffered 
us to be made Vaſlals and Slaves to our fellow-SubjeQs, 
( a juſt reward for our diſobedience, formality, and neutrs- 
licy, in that we would not ſubmir to, land by, and adhere, 
as we ought, to our natural and lawful Prince )) and had 
ler us continue for many years in that Slavery, a ſlayery 
worſe than thar of Gods people, either in Egypr, or in Bu 
bylon: ( for they were in bondage under Strangers and Fot- 
raigners abroad, which was ſomewhat more tolerable, be- 


_ emuſe it could not be any ways remedied; but our ſlayery 


was under our own Brethren, Kindred, and Fellow-Sub- 
zjeRs at home ; under ſuch fellows, fome of them, as were 
not our Fellows, but formerly our Seryants ; and whict

So here likewiſe, God,to redeem us his people, our of the 
{lavery and captivity we were in, did divide the hearts and 
affeations of our Nimrods , and their Complices, by di- 
ſtraRing their conſulcarions, and confounding their devices. 
For when every ones ambitiongdid ſpurre him on to be the 
chiefeſt, and to get the rains of Government into- his own 
hands, and to pull down that plat-form of Goyernment 
which they had begun to build ; chen did God deltroy che 
Counſels of thoſe Achitophels, which were accounted as

could we , but were altogether hopeleſs. Yet, as God 
ſtirred up the heart of Cyr«s King of Perſia, (which was the 
ProcatarQtical cauſe of their ferurning ) to make a Procla. 
mation throughout his Kingdom, for the Jews to return in» 
to their own Country, 2 Chroz. 36. 22. v0 did God: (the 
ſame yeſterday, to day, and the ſame for ever, Heb, 1 3-8.) 
ſirre up the ſpirit of our Cyrus, King Charles the Second, 
ro ſend a Declaration of his good will and afteQtion to all 
his people ;. with a promiſe ofan AC of Indemmiy and 
Obhvion, to all that would accept of ir, if he ſhould return 
wich honour and ſecurity into his Kingdoms, And ſoby 
this means, God, the great Kafd\uoſptnſns, moving the 
hearts of the people toaccept of what the King had propo- 
ſed, ( an expedient which we'did never dream would rake 
effeR; ) and the effe& enſuing, which we did never dream 
would come to paſs ; yea, and do ftill dream that ic ſhould. 
ſo come to pals ; (for here we cannot but confeſs with the 
Jews in their return out of captivity ; and make uſe of the 
Prophets expreſſion, concerning their return out of capti- 
vity , tywitutv Gor THERKA gut, We Were like to 
men in a dream, in the manner, and mannaging of the great 
revolution and change of the rimes ) the All-wiſe, and All- 
wonder-working God,who is, Arguandſfirſys £, Avſpoſys 
v&T" tfoxav , the only turner of captivicies, and redeemer 
of. Capriyes , did over-turn the devices of ouyenemies, 
who kept us Caprives;.and by captivating them, did turn 
away our captivity from us. . 

It is Roried by L:v:e, that great Hiſtorian among the Ri- 
mans, that when the Romans might have given a Law to the 
Grecians at Corimth, in the ſolemn time of their 1thmiar 
Games, which were celebrated in Peloponeſus every five 
years, .their .

eyes, Luk, 4. 21. So, 1 cannot but make uſe of the 
ſame expreſſion, and ſay-unto.you : Emuiegv merAnpula,
